property, and anoihier removing the property quali-
flcation now required of colored men as a requisite
for the exercise of the elective franchise,

It is clatmed that the amended Constitution re-
gtores (n great measure the power which was vested
{n the Governor by the Constitution In force from
1808 to 1847. Previous to the adoption of the Constl-
tution of 1598, there existed & Councll of Revislon,
compoged of the Chancellor, the Judges of the Su-
preme Court, and the Governor, which body held a
veto power over the acts of the Legislature, and
enabled the Executive to control the legislation of
the State to an alarming extent, At this time there
was also a Council of Appointment, composed of the
Governor and four Senators, which was the source
of all the patrofage of the State oltices, Both these
councils were abolished by the Constitution of 154,
which placed the veto power, subject to an over-
ruling by & two-thirds vote of both houses of the
Legislature, lu the hands of the Governor alone, and

vested in his handa also the power of ap-
pointment subject to the approval of the
Senate, or in the Legislatare as a body. By the

Constitution of 1847, another viwal change was
effected, the Governor being nearly despolled of his
appointing power. The term of the members of
the Senate was  also redoced 1o twWo  yoars.
The amended Constitation, Iif  adopted, will
bring about @ counter-revolution, a8 it restores o
the Governor and Benate @ large share of the ap-
polnting power formerly possessed by them, and ex-
tends the term of the Senators to four years, with a
provision that one-half of them shall retire from
office every two years,
The Two Platforms.

The Republican piatform asserts that the public
debt ghall be puid in osin; that taxation should be
equal; that the Government should protect ita eiti-
gens, native s forelgn born; favors equal sullrage ;
the pdoption of e fifteenth amondment;sympa-
thige, with the oppressed of all nations, particularly
Cuba, who ate struggling for Jiberty against 4n arbi-
trary and oppressive government; [Avors the aequlsi-
tion of thoat lsiand whenever hor people desire i,
and congralulates the country upoun the rapid reduc-
tion of the national deht.

T'he Democratic platform malotalns unswerving
fidelity to the principles and pledges of the Demo-
cratic party; demaxds the restoration of all the
States to thelr so-culled “rights” in the Unlon, unda
general overihrow of the Congressional policy of
reconstriiction: urraigns the adminlstratien o8
false to true principles and messures and to iis
pledges to glve the gountry peace; demands the
protection of atl Amerloan citizens, whether natu,
ralized or native-horn, especiully in Cubn and Great
Britain ; pronounces in favor ol the fulniment of all
Jegitimate contracts made by the Federal Govern-
ment; denounocs the multiplication, m'mplaxit.'_.
and uncertainty of faxes, and the exemption of the
moneyed cluss (rom the burdens ol State and muni-
